Notice is hereby given that the South Feather Water and Power Agency (SFWPA)

(aka Oroville-Wyandotte Irrigation District (OWID) and Yuba County Water District
(YCWD)(Petitioner's) filed petitions for extension of time for Permits 1267, 1268, 1271, 2492,
11516 and 11518 (Applications 1651, 2142, 2979, 2778, 13957 and 14113 respectively) for future
growth and development of beneficial use. The State Water Resources Control Board

(State Water Board) will determine whether an order approving the extension of time should be
issued for permitted Applications 1651, 2142, 2778, 2979, 13957 and 14113, if so, whether
conditions are needed in the permit to protect the environment, the public interest, and
downstream water users. This notice provides a description of the projects and also describes the
procedure and time frame for submittal of protests against the petitions. This notice may be
viewed at the Division of Water Rights’ (Division) website at www.waterboards.ca.gov.

Description of Project: SFWPA holds Permits 1267, 1268, 1271 and 2492. SFWPA and
YCWD jointly hold Permits 11516 and 11518. Petitioner SFWPA filed petitions for extension of
time for Permits 1267, 1268, 2492, and 1271 for future growth and development of beneficial use.
SFWPA requests a 45-year time extension, until 2049. Petitioner YCWD filed petitions for
extension of time for Permits 11516 and 11518 for future growth and development of beneficial
use. YCWD requests a 36-year time extension, until 2040. SFWPA is the authorized agent for all
six filings. SWRCB Order WR 02004-029 limits consumptive water use under any future time
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extension, under all rights combined, to 51,250 acre-feet per annum (afa) for SFWPA and 23,700
afa for YCWD.

The time to complete construction under Permits 1651, 1268, 2492 and 1271 ended on

December 1, 1990. Petitioner SFWPA states it may need to construct additional water
conveyance facilities in the future to put water to full, beneficial use. To do so, SFWPA requires a
time extension to complete construction from 1990 to 2049.

In Order WR 02004-029, the SWRCB denied the extension to complete construction under
Permits 11516 and 11518. The time to complete construction under Permits 11516 and 11518
ended on December 1, 1964. Order WR 02004-029 held in abeyance the time extension for
completing full beneficial use, pending compliance with requirements set forth in the Order. The
Permittees subsequently met the requirements for an extension of time to complete full, beneficial
use to December 1, 2004. The Division is currently processing amended permits to grant the
extension to December 1, 2004.

YCWD states in its petition for time extension that it plans to construct additional water-
conveyance and water-treatment facilities as necessary to meet future increases in demands in
YCWD’s service area. YCWD plans to build the Forbestown Pipeline Project in 2006.
Nonetheless, YCWD states that this petition does not seek additional time for construction.

SFWPA'’s estimated combined water use in 2003 under Permits 1267, 1268, 1271 and 2492 was
19,446 afa. YCWD’s estimated combined water use in 2003 under Permits 11516 and 11518 was
3,700 af in YCWD’s service area and YCWD provides up to 4,500 afa to Yuba City.

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Environmental Information

The lead agency will prepare the appropriate environmental documents for the project according
to the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) and its guidelines, and will determine
whether or not the project will cause a significant effect on the environment. If you are not filing
a protest, but wish to submit information that indicates the project may cause a significant effect
on the environment, please send this information to Steven Herrera; SWRCB, Division of Water
Rights; P.O. Box 2000; Sacramento, CA 95812-2000. This information will be reviewed in
accordance with CEQA.

PROTEST SUBMITTAL INFORMATION
Protest Requirements

A person may file a protest based on any of the following factors:
e Interference with prior water rights.
e  Adverse environmental impact.
e Not in the public interest.
e Contrary to law.
e Not within the jurisdiction of the SWRCB.

All protests must clearly describe the objections to approval of the petition, and the factual basis
for those objections. For example, if the objection is based on injury to existing water rights, the
protest must describe the specific injury to the existing water right that would result from approval
of the changes proposed by the petition. In addition, the party claiming injury to prior water rights
must provide specific information that describes the basis of the existing right, the date the use
began, the quantity of water use, the purpose of use, and the place of use. Protests based on
environmental impacts, public interest, legality, or jurisdictional issues must be accompanied by a
statement of facts supporting the basis of the protest. If sufficient information is not submitted,
the SWRCB may reject the protest or request that the protestant submit additional information.
Protests of a general nature (not project specific) or protests that are inconsistent with
constitutional or legislated state policy will not be accepted. A request for information or a
request that studies be conducted does not constitute a protest. The Division will not accept
protests that are directed against the underlying water right, rather than the change
proposed by the petition.

Procedure for Submitting Protests

Protests should be submitted on standard protest forms available from the Division of Water
Rights’ website at www.waterboards.ca.gov/forms/ or upon request from the Division of Water
Rights. A pamphlet that provides additional information relating to water rights and the procedure
for filing protests is also available on the website or by mail. Any requests or the submittal of the
completed protest form should be directed to the engineer listed as the contact person at the end of
this notice. A copy of the completed protest form must also be mailed to the petitioner and
should include a description of any measures that could be taken to resolve the protest.
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Protest Submittal Deadline

Protests submitted in response to this notice must be received by the Division by 3:00 p.m. on the
30™ day after the date of this notice (the close of the protest period). Protests may be submitted by
any of the following methods:

If you choose to fax or e-mail the protest due to the constraints of the noticing period, the fax or e-
mail must be followed by timely delivery of an original signed copy, either personally or by mail,
to the Division of Water Rights in order for the protest to be accepted. The SWRCB will respond
to all protests within 60 days of the final day to file a protest. Protests not submitted by the
close of the protest period will be subject to rejection.

For good cause, the SWRCB may grant an extension of time to file a protest. It is the protestant's
responsibility to contact the engineer listed below as “Contact Person” to request the extension
prior to the end of the protest period.

Resolution of Protests

The petitioners will have 30 days to respond to a protest once it is accepted by the Division of
Water Rights. The protestant and the applicant are expected to make a good faith effort to resolve
the protest within 180 days from the close of the protest period.
